A DUCREPSNCY SHOWN, 

It will be neticed that there is a considerable 
discrepancy between the number and tonnage 
of vesses “entered” and “c'eared.” This is 
accounted for by the fa’t that many vessels 
enter from other ports and clear for Hongkong, 
and thatsome vessels clear for Hongkong when 
the fisal destination is in fact some ather 
country. This is true of the once-a-month 


trou h vessels of the Pac fic Mail, which 
arrive from *agasaki and clear for Hongkong, 
to remain here afew days for repars before 
cleating for the United States; Jap nese 
vessels also frequently arrive from Nagasaki 
and cle'r for Hongkong. 

MOST ACCURATE DATA AVAILAR F. 

The table affords the most accurate data 
available for estimating the tonnage ‘of the 
carrying trade between Hongkong and Manila, 
as it excludes all vessels in ballast plying 
either way between Manila and Hongkong, 

It will be noticed that in tre carrying trade 
between Ho ghong and Manila, Japanese 
vessels control more than one third the entire 
traffic, standing next in importan e to Britsh 
vessels 

It is likely that the withdrawal of Japanese 
vess :ls from commerce between the Philippine. 
Islands and Chinese and Japanese parts, in 
consequence of prospects of war between Rus- 
sia and Japan, will have greater influence on 
trade than most people who have not given the 
subject special study would imagine. 

WAR SCARE AFFFCTS COMMERCE, 

The total number of Japanese vessels enter 
ing the port of Manila ‘during the year ending 
December 31st, 1903, from all ports, was 9! re- 
presenting a tonage of 233,333 tons. The num- 
ber of Japanese vessels clearing from the port 
of Manila during the same period was 89, the 
ag-regate tonnage being 230,708 tons. 

_The withdrawal of such a per centage of the 
carrying trade cannot fil to muateriaily affect 
general commerce until other vessels are found

tng the keen attention of (he police. It is well 
known that Governments employ as spies in 
any, particular country natives rather than 
foreigners, as the farmer do not excite the same

RUSSIA SEEKS INTERVENTION. 


A Tokio despatch to the JfarnicAd states 
that Russia is ina very awkward po ition and 
thet she has alempted to settle the situ tion by 
inviting the intervention of some of the powers, 
She invited Germany, France, Great [ritain 
and Itnly to take action, but all attempts in 
“this direction have end d in failure. Russia 
now pretends that she never invited any powers 
to intervene, and is seeking to continue the 
negotiations with Japan, A reliable report 
received in Tokio on Monday night states that 
Count Lamsdorff sought an interview with Mr. 
Kurino and declared that Russia desires a 
peaceful setilement of the difficulty, The 
Count explained the cause of the delay in the 
despatch of the Russian Reply and promised 
that it should soon be sent to Japan.
